WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP) 
~—President Eisenhower said to- 
day the jury trial provision add- 
ed to the civil rights bill by 
the Senate not only makes the 
measure “largely ineffective” 
in protecting the rights of all 
citizens to vote, but also threat- 
ens to weaken the nation’s 
jucicial system. 


The Eisenhower Administra- 
t'-. lost its big fight in the 
c.vil rights controversy when 
tue Senate accepted the jury 
trial amendment by a vote of 
51 to 42 early today. 

Senato® William F. Knowland 
of California, the Republican 
leader, said that the civil rights 
bill probably was dead for this 
session of Congress. House lead- 
ers confirmed that the House 
probably would not accept the 
Senate provision if the bill is 
sent to conference for adjust- 
ment of differences between it 
and the House measure. The 
House rejected any provision 
for jury trials. , 


Eisenhower ‘Unhappy. 

Mr;*Eisenhower, who had 
been described by a caller as 
“damn unhappy” over the Sen- 
ate action, issued a statement 
asserting that the stipulation of 
jury trials in criminal contempt 
cases Would be “bitterly disap- 
pointing” to many millions of 
Americans. It would have the 
effect of leaving great->numbers 
of qualified voters disenfran- 
chised, he said. 

White Some press secretary 
James C: flagerty said Mr. 
Eisenhower dictated the follow- 
ing statement to him: 

“My first reaction to the vote 
in the Senate last night is to 
extend my sincere appreciation 
to Senator Knowland and to 
those Senators who stood with 
him in valiant and persistent 
efforts to bring to all our citi- 
zens protection in their right 
to vote—a protection of which 
many are now deprived. 

“Rarely in our entire legisla- 
tive history have so many ex- 
traneous issues been introduced 
into the debate in order to con- 
fuse both legislators and the 
public. 

‘Bitterly Disappointing.’ 

“The result cannot fail to be 
bitterly disappointing to those 
many millions of Americans 
who realized that without the 
minimum protection that was 
projected in Section 4 of the 
bill, as it passed the House of 
Representatives, many fellow 
Americans will continue in ef- 
fect to be disenf

| Soviet planes would be allowed 
to fly over United States and 
Western territory and Soviet 
ground insvectors could check 
seaports, rail junctions, main 
highways and airfields to ex« 
pose any warlike nuclear moves; 
Western powers would have 
similar rights thrdémghout the 
‘Soviet Union. -

“All the territory north of 
the Arctic Circle of the Soviet 
Union, Canada, the United States 
(Alaska), Denmark (Greenland) 
and Norway: all the territory of 
Canada, the United States and 
the Soviet Union west of 140 
degrees west longitude, east’ of 
160 degrees east longitude, and 
north of 50 degrees north lati- 
tude: all the remainder of Alas- 
ka, all the remainder of .the 
Kamchatka peninsula: and all

1. It would establish a six- 
man bipartisan commission, ap- 
pointed by the President, to 
make a two-year investigation 
of discrimination against voting 
rights and a general study of 
problems relating to equal pro- 
tection of the laws. 

2. It would authorize the ap- 
pointment of an additional as- 
sistant Attorney General to 
head a civil rights division in 
the Department of Justice. 

3. It would empower the At- 
torney General to obtain fed- 
eral court injunctions to pre- 
vent violations or threatened 
violations of the right to vote. 
His only enforcement power 
now is through criminal prose- 
cutions. 

4. It would provide the right 
to trial by jury for defendants 
in all criminal contempt pro- 
ceedings under any federal law 
enforcible by injunction.

The Supplemental Agreement covering Fort Worth was effective 
January 1,. 1956, as per Section 12 thereof, as of which date Burrus’ 
obligation to Commodity was for 24,218,091 bushels of wheat, of which 
20,702,532 bushels was tent stored. Notwithstanding the fact that Fort 
Worth had only one conveyor belt from the tent storage area to the work- 
house, aS compared to three load-out stations, (one with connecting con- 
veyor belt) and nine tractor-trailer units at Saint pny Commodity 
imposed an end load out date, (subject to extension by Commodity) of 
July 18, 1957, as per Subsection 9a, and fifty cafs per day, as per Sub- 
section 7a(2). We contend that, under’ the’ circumstances, the load out 
time should be fixed in the ratio of 20,702,532: 13,273,709 or 1.56:1; 
in other words, at 24.23 months from January 1, 1956, for an end load 
out date of January 7, 1958, rather than at 18.6 months from January 1, 
1956, for an end date of July 18, 1957.

May it be said that you don’t negotiate with Commodity; you are told, 
It is amazing that the freely spoken test of every proposal to Commodity 
is “Of what advantage is it to Commodity?” Not “Is it reasonable, fair 
and without cost to Commodity?”, as would be expected by any citizen 
of an official of a governmental agency. A great part of the reason, no 
doubt, is the fear of congressional committees, whose members, I am told, 
“are most difficult to convince when they don't want to be convinced.” 

A typical example, of which there are many, of what is spoken of in 
the preceding paragraph, is our request of September or October, 1956 
(it is believed) that we be permitted to ship from Elevator A in Argen- 
tine, Kansas, some off grade wheat that originated in Saint Joseph to 
blend with off grade wheat in Fort Worth, better to facilitate export sales 
at improved prices. We recognized the possibility of there being a transit 


penalty and offered to absorb any such penalty and to waive the elevation 


charge at Fort Worth, sincé that would’ have represented an additional 
cost to Commodity, We recognized also, as you may be sure Commodity 
did, that by acceding to our request Commodity would save storage 


. charges while the wheat was in transit, and likewise storage charges on 


any wheat the movement of which was expedited by the maneuver. All 


‘of the above conditions and many more were named by Commodity, 


among which was the one that we waive storage charges on the wheat 
so moved while it was at rest at Fort Worth. We abandoned the plan, 
because we refused to be mistreated. This case is typical; Commodity, 
in its determination to “get something out of it,” /7 being us, defeated 
its Own interest. 

It has seemed as if a giant plot had been made to inflict the greatest 
possible damage to Burrus. The Inspection Department of the Agricule 
tural Marketing Service of the United States Department of Agriculture, 
at the beginning of load outs, graded hundreds upon hundreds of car lots 
of wheat with 20% total damage and 3% or less heat damage, sample.

It would seem that Commodity is determined to force the merger of 
Burrus with another company, or in. the alternatives, liquidate, or force 
the liquidation of Burrus.

Wilson said that expenditures 
in the first six months of this 
year had been running at the 
rate of $40,200,000,000 annual- 
ly. To keep within the limit 
set by the President this will 
make it necessary to reduce the 
rate of spending by $2,200,000,- 
000 annually. 

Because of constantly increas- 
ing costs of military equipment, 
further stretchouts, termina- 
tions and reductions beyond 
that amount will have to be 
made. 

Cites Debt Limit. 

The reason for the rigid lim- 
itation of spending, Wilson said, 
was that, if it were exceeded, 
the United States would run 
over the debt limit of 270 bil- 
lion dollars and would be with- 
out money to pay its bills. 


He foresaw this possibility, 
even by. the end of this calen- 
dar year—the first six months 
of fiscal year 1958—and re- 
vealed that it would be neces- 
sary to keep expenditures for 
the current six-month period to 
one-half of the total allowance 
for miiltary expenditure, or 19 
billion dollars, 


Since the expenditures for 
July have been running at a 
substantially higher level, not 
only must the following five 
months be on a 38-billion-dol- 
lar annual level but be cut fur- 
ther to take up the excess 
spending of July. 


Wilson was not ready to an- 
nounce how the reductions were 
to be accomplished. He said he 
had ordered reductions in main- 
tenance and operations expendi- 
tures of $500,000,000, and that 
the reduction of 100,000 men in 
the armed forces, to be accomp- 
lished by Dec. 31, would de- 
crease expenditures an average 
of $15,000,000 a month. 

Personnel] reductions, Wilson 
said, affect the expenditure rate 
only slowly, while stretchout of 
delivery of new equipment and 
terminations have an immediate 
effect. 

Other Savings. 


Wilson said that there was 
still between one billion and 
one and one-half billion dollars 
of savings that had not yet been 
identified, but ‘that he hoped 
to make the decisions in three 
or four weeks. 

He refused to reveal the na- 
ture of these reductions and 
how they would be divided 
among the services. 


Questioned regarding a state- 
ment by Senator Mike Mans- 
field, (Dem.), Montana, that the 
total reduction in manpower in 
the defense department in the 
fiscal year would reach 230,000, 
he said he knew of no such 
figure. 


Wilson did admit, however, 
that further personnel reduc- 
tions were in prospect. In con- 
nection with the preparation of 
the 1959 budget, he said it 
would be necessary next De- 
cember to determine the end 
strength for the fiscal year end- 
ing next June 30. He implied 
that further reductions in per- 
sonnel would have to be made.

St. Louisans will be called upon next Tuesday 
to make a political decision of profound impor- 
tance to the future of their city. 

The issue is simple: 

Shall the people adopt the proposed new 
City Charter with ite built-in supports for effi- 
cient, honest, responsible and progressive local 
government? 

Or shall they turn it down, thereby requiring 
city affairs to continue operating under rules 
written before the First World War—rules that 
make for needless waste and inefficiency in 
City Hall? 

In our judgment, the case for the new Charter 
is clear and compelling. The structure of city 
government in St. Louis under the present 
Charter is outmoded and inadequate to the needs 
of the times. As a consequence the present 
Charter is a brake on progress and the source 
of hidden expense to the taxpayers. 

* ° * 

The new Charter would remedy the weak- 
nesses and deficiencies of the present one. Spe- 
cifically, the new Charter would provide: 


1. A Strong, Responsible Office of Mayor. The 
Mayor alone would be ultimately responsible to 
the people for the efficient administration of all 
city services. He would be the city's general 
manager, and he would be equipped with both 
the authority and the improved administpetive 
machinery necessary to carry out his responsi- 
bilities. The city government's successes would 
be his successes; its failures would be his fail- 
ures, and the voters would have no difficulty in 
fixing the blame. 


2. A Balanced, Representative Board of Alder- 
men. The 7-7-1 plan of electing Aldermen would 
strike an equitable balance between neighbor- 
hood representation and the rightful aspirations 
and good of the city as a whole. No longer 
would the tail wag the dog. 


3. An Independent Watchdog of the Treasury. 
The new elective post of City Auditor would as- 
sure the taxpayers that their money was buying 
the municipal services for which it was intended 
—not being siphoned off into somebody's pocket. 
The Auditor would be one of the principal 
checks on the Mayor and the various administra- 
tive departments and agencies under the Mayor. 


4. Nonpolitical City Courts. No longer would 
judges of the City-Court (police court) as well 
as the City Marshal and the City Court Clerk 
be patronage appointees of the Mayor. The 
Marshal and the Clerk would be placed within 
the municipal merit system, where they belong, 
and the judges would be nominated by a Char- 
ter-created Nonpartisan Judicial Commission 
modeled after Missouri's nonpartisan court plan. 


5. Traffie Control by Experts. A brand-new 
Department of Traffic Engineering and Control 
would be set up under a qualified traffic engi- 
neer who would be responsible for a sane, scien- 
tific approach to traffic control. The Aldermen 
who have done so much to create today’s traffic 
mess would exercise a limited veto over this de- 
partment, but they would no longer hold the 
initiative in formulating traffic rules. 


6. Protection for Property Owners. The more 
balanced composition ef the new Board of Al- 
dermen ought to end the noxious practice of 
“aldermanic courtesy” which, especially in zon- 
ing matters, has caused an unnecessary loss of 
thousands of dollars in property values. The 
seven Aldermen elected from the city at large 
would be more interested in protecting over-all 
property values than in promoting special inter- 
ests like filling stations and junk yards that 
tend to spread blight and decay. 


7. An Improved Merit System for Municipal 
Employes. The experience of the last 16 years 
in administering this plan has shown the need 
for certain changes to improve the security of 
the city's 8600 workers and to make the merit 
system operate more effectively. Merit con- 
tinues as the guiding principle, but provisions 
for evertime pay and compensation for those in- 
jured on the job are added,, “ 


8. A Reorganized Executive Branch. Ten major 
departments are set up to match the areas of 
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A Charter for Progress 


today’s municipal business, Each such major 
activity is made manageable and therefore 
more efficient. "Tg portant apd sweeping 
administrative reform essential to assuring 
the best in municipal service for each tax dollar 
laid out, 


9. The Recall Made Simpler. The procedure 
by which the voters may remove any of. their 
elective officials—-Mayor, Auditor, Aldermen— 
is made about twice as easy as now. Only about 
35,000 signatures would be necessary to start 
the recall machinery under the new Charter as 
compared to at least 70,000 today. 

. > . 

Many, many other substantial gains would ac- 
crue to the people under the new Charter. The 
so-called “oonflict of interest’ bar would be 
strengthened; the people would have more con- 
trol over legislation passed by the Aldermen; a 
mandatory election on Charter revision would 
be scheduled every 12 years, and a chance for 
better-operated city health clinics, hospitals and 
parks are among the other improvements. 

How do the Charter opponents react to all 
this? They ignore it. Instead they are trying 
to stir up ghosts, to picture the new Charter as 
the tool of mythical “downtown interests,” to 
assert that it will raise the cost of municipal 
government. 

Taxes and the “interests”—that is the hollow 
argument of the Charter opponents. 

But the “interests” would have no more influ- 
ence under the new Charter than under the 
present one. Indeed insofar as the at-large 
Aldermen are concerned, the biggest difficulty 
in obtaining first-class Aldermen will be in per- 
suading first-class candidates to buck the pro- 
fessional politicians in the party primaries. 

The tax argument is another red herring. The 
new Charter clearly states that taxes cannot be 
imposed, money cannot be appropriated and 
salaries of city employes cannot be set except 
by action of the Board of Aldermen. That is 
the rule under the present Charter. Of itself, 
the Charter imposes no taxes; that is up to the 
people's representatives, the Mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen. 


The ward bosses who are so energetically pro- 
moting the big He about taxes are the same 
people who, in their capacity as “county offi- 


cers” of St. Louis, rushed to the Legislature for ‘ 


pay rises for themselves and their political work- 
ers only a few months ago. This increased the 
city’s salary bill by some $300,000. Most of 
these politicians, by the way, now are drawing 
about $14,000 a year—more than the Mayor— 
for doing hardly anything. | 


It ig equally untrue that the Charter would 
reduce anybody's representation. Each voter 
now is represented by a ward alderman and 
the President of the Board of Aldermen, who 
is elected at large. Under the new Charter, he 
would be represented by his ward Alderman, by 
the Board President and by seven-at-large Alder- 
men. The taxpayer would elect nine members 
of the Board instead of two. 

The new Charter most certainly would not 
“hurt the small business man,” as charged. Con- 
tinuation of the unbusiness-like conduct of city 
government under the present Charter would 
cost him money, Efficient government under 
the new Charter would help the small business 
man as it would help everybody else. 

St. Louisans who take the trouble to examine 
the facts, not the myths, about the new 
Charter will understand that it was written by 
13 public-spirited Freeholders in the broad pub- 
lie interest of the citizens at large—not the in- 
terest of the ward politicians, the union business 
agents, the downtown banks, or any other special 
group. The Charter is as much a part of 
the St. Louis revival as the $110,000,000 bond 
issue, the plaza and other redevelopment 
plans, the drive for new industry, the campaign 
for clean and financially sound city government, 
and all the other manifestations’ of a civic 
awakening that have given this city a nation- 
wide reputation under the leadership of Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker. 


For progress, not decay, St. Louis needs this 
new City Charter. 


The Civil Rights Defeat 


A combination of Western Democrats and the 
most conservative Republicans made possible 
the South's victory against the civil rights bill 
in the Senate Thursday night. 

That the passage of a jury-trial amendment 
was a smashing defeat for civil rights there can 
be no doubt. As Senator Knowland says, the 
likelihood now is that the bill, even if passed 
by the Senate, will die in conference, since the 
House rightly rejected a jury-trial amendment. 
If by chance the bill should become law, it 
would be so weak in enforcement powers that 
it could be nullified wherevér local sentiment 
wished te nullify it. 

The responsibility for this outcome rests pri- 
marily on the 10 Western Democrats, supported 
by Senators Kennedy of Massachusetts, Lausche 
of Ohio and Green and Pastore of Rhode 
Island, who deserted civil rights at the erucial 
hour, The responsibility is shared by 11 
right-wing Republicans together with Mrs. 
Smith of Maine. Had either the Democratic or 
the Republican group voted the other way, the 
jury-trial amendment would have been beaten 
and a meaningful right-to-vote bill salvaged. 

As it stands, the bill permits use of the in- 
junction process only in right-to-vote cases, not 
for enforcement of any other civil rights, and 
furthermore severely handicaps that process 
by requiring jury trial in criminal contempt 
cases arising from such injunction suits, The 
final form of the O'Mahoney jury-trial amend- 
ment was made palatable for some Senators by 
the addition of a section which theoretically 
permits, though it does not require, the mem- 
bership of Negroes on the juries. 


Such a revision of the code may well be de- 


sirable on its own merits, but not as part of a 
jury-trial amendment te the civil rights bill, to 
which it is massively irrelevant. 

No matter whe might sit on juries trying 
criminal contempt cases connected with consti- 
tutional rights, these cases ought by right to be 
tried without interposing any jury between the 
judge and the defendant. For they involve a 
direct defiance of a court order issued for the 
protection of constitutional rights. If a court 
cannot require obedience of such orders (sub- 
ject, of course, to appeal and review in higher 
courts), then its authority is undermined and 
the Constitution is reduced to a scrap of paper. 

The combination of West and South in this 
maneuver forcibly recalls the ugly charges of 
some Republicans a few weeks ago that the 
Hell's Canyon bill was passed by means of a 
deal between Senators from those two regions. 
We shall continue to disbelieve the charge until 
clear evidence to back it is produced,’ Yet we 
could wish that the Westerners included more 
Neubergers, Morses and Carrolls—men who 
have supported both Hell's Canyon and an un- 
equivocal civil rights bill. 

Missouri can be proud that both of its Senators 
saw through the jury-trial fraud and joined the 
little band of nine Democrats which opposed it, 
Senator Hennings leaving a sickbed to cast his 
vote. Both Illinois Senators likewise stood for 
an effective civil rights bill, Senator Douglas 
ag @ fighting leader of the liberal Democrat- 
Eisenhower Republican coalition which spon- 
sored the bill. 

Had the coalition enjoyed able, informed and 
effective leadership from the White House, it 
might have won the battle. é

Just Avoiding Blame? 


Did we ever have any right 
to hope that what has always 
failed before— namely, world 
disarmament by international 
agreement—had some chance of 
succeeding now? Men of ex- 
perience, all the old hands in 
diplomacy, have known as a 
matter of course that nations 
engaged in a cold war will not 
disarm themselves. Why then, 
could so many of them have 
taken seriously what has been 
going on in the London talks ? 

Some, no doubt, have taken 
it seriously because they have 
determined that if or when 
the disarmament talks fail, the 
blame would not fall on them. 

But there has been another 
and a more interesting reason. 
It derives from the fact that 
modern armaments have 
reached a size and a destruc- 
tiveness which makes them in- 
tolerable and incalculable. 


No Stable Strategy. 


The race or armaments ifs so 
swift that weapons are obsoles- 
cent about as soon as they 
come into mass production. 

The result, on the one hand, 
is that no one really knows what 
is a safe limit on the expendi- 
tures for armaments, and the 
military budget is really a kind 
of blind wager with the national 
security. 

On the other hand, in the 
military establishment there is 
no stable strategical doctrine 
by which the services are bound 
to act together. 

Because modern armaments 
have become different in kind 
from any that existed before the 
second world war, it has not 


since the “summit meeting” at 
Geneva, and an open, formal 
agreement in cold print. 


Adenauer | Understanding Vs. Treaty 


It is possible to have a tacit 
understanding that nuclear war 
is intolerable. But when we 
reach beyond that for a treaty 
to spell this out, every separate 
interest concerned with every 
unsettled issue rises up to 
block it. 

As these issues cannot within 
the foreseeable future be set- 
tled, as so many of these in- 
terests involved are irreconcil- 
able, the real choice is this: 

Shall we keep the tacit un- 
derstanding but without a trea- 
ty, or shall we risk a breakdown 
of the tacit understanding in 
the vain attempt to translate it 
into a treaty? 

Indeed, it may well be that 
the President, who is the au- 
thor of the tacit understanding, 
may find it necessary to save it 
from being torn to pieces dur- 
ing the pulling and hauling 
about a treaty. 


Too Much for Adenauer. 


The declaration of Berlin, 
which was published on Mon- 
day, is part of this pulling and 
hauling. For all practical pur- 
poses, it is a commitment on 
our part not to try to negotiate 
a significant treaty on arma- 
ments. 

This declaration gives Dr. 
Adenauer the power of veto 
until the Soviet Union agrees 
to German reunification on 
terms which amounts to uncon- 
ditional surrender. At present, 
to put it mildly, the uncondi- 
tional surrender of the Soviet 
Union is not in sight. 

This declaration will no doubt 
be useful to Dr. Adenauer in 
his election campaign. But it 
amounts to an extraordinary 
concession for a great power to 
make, to give to another nation 
such a privilege and such a 
preference in dominating the 
ee of its own foreign pol- 
cy. 

Let us hope we do not learn 


to regret it.

Reminisces About 


Tommy Thevenow. 


OGERS HORNSBY, for 
R whom he played a sub- 

stantial shortstop at the 
age of 22, always had a soft 
spot in his heart for Tommy 
Thevenow. The Rajah, though 
a blunt man, is sentimental 
about the Cardinals’ 1926 
world champions. And he was 
especially fond of the stocky 
little man who died unexpect- 
edly the other day. 

Not only was the light-hit- 
ting Thevenow the batting 
hero of the only champion- 
ship club for which super- 
star Hornsby played or man- 
aged, but Tommy succeeding 
an inadequate trio of Howard 
Freigau, Jimmy Cooney and 
George Toporcer, was the 
young fellow Rog credited 
with stabilizing the Redbird 
infield. 

Hornsby, replacing Branch 
Rickey as manager on Memo- 
rial Day, 1925, fretted over 
inferior shortstop play, then 
requested Owner Sam Bread- 
on to recall young Thevenow, 
who had been optioned to 
Syracuse early in the season. 
Breadon protested, saying 
Tommy had been sent out to 
learn to hit and, besides, he 
couldn't do that to Syracuse. 

“To h—— with Syracuse,” 
snapped Hornsby, “and he 
can learn to hit here. We 
need his glove.” 

Reminiscing about Theve- 
now the other day, Stan Mock- 
ler of the United Press re- 
called how Graham McNamee, 
pioneer sports broadcaster, 
enthused about the _ short- 
stop’s play throughout the 
dramatic '26 World Series in 
which Tommy drove in the 
deciding runs of the 3-2 sev- 
enth game that was saved by 
39-year-old Pete Alexander’s 
long-remembered relief pitch- 
ing. 

“He’s got springs in his 
shoes,” McNamee gushed over 
the slick young shortstop, 
whose legs lost their spring 
after he suffered a severe 
broken ankle in June, 1927. 
Although he played in the 
big leagues off and on for 10 
more years, Tommy wasn’t 
the same defensive standout. 

Never did a ball club scram- 
ble so futilely at the key short- 
stop position as the '27 Card- 
inals, missing the pennant by 
a slim game and a half, after 
Thevenow played the first 59 
games, then was hurt. Jake 
Flowers, a third baseman, was 
at shortstop in 65 contests, the 
same number played by Heine 
Schuble, called up from Class 
B. Toporcer was in part of 
27 and then retread Rabbit 
Maranville, destined to help 
the Cards win in 1928, came 
up from Rochester to get in 
12. That’s five men and a 
total of 228 games at the posi- 
tion. 

“Thevenow,” said Frank 
Frisch, who played next to a 
smorgasbord assortment of 
shortstops, “was the best I 
‘ever saw at constantly feeding 
a second baseman the ball 
chest-high to make double-

Ways Listed 
To Dry Wet 
Basements 


If you have a wet basement, 
it isn’t necessary to resign your- 
self to it and start stocking it 
with fish. 

Corrective steps can be taken 
with success, but before you 
spring into action make sure 
that you know the exact source 
of your trouble. 

This is the advice of the Insti- 
tute of Real Estate Manage- 
ment to its members who, as 
certified property managers, 
frequently are called on to help 
client property owners with this 
and scores of other problems 
concerning property mainte- 
nance and repair. 

Organized in 1934, the Insti- 
tute is a professional affiliate 
of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards with ap- 
proximately 1300 members lo- 
cated in virtually every state. 

As one of its services to help 
members keep abreast of the 
new solutions for property 
maintenance problems, the In- 
stitute publishes a series of 
technical bulletins, one of 
which is titled, “Keeping Base- 
ments Dry.” 

“Since treatments to prevent 
dampness in basements may be 
expensive,” the Institute bulle- 
tin warns, “the cause of the 
dampness should always be de- 
termined before treatment is 
made. 

“Of course, when two or 
three inches of water are found 
in the basement after a heavy 
rain, the cause is no mystery,” 
the publication adds dryly. In 
that case, you are contending 
with the penetration of water 
through leaks in the foundation, 
walls or floor. 

Improved Drainage Helps. 

In many cases, improved 
drainage provides a solution. 
This is particularly likely if the 
slope of the ground around the 
building causes surface water 
to accumulate near the base- 
ment walls and find its way 
through faults or weak spots. 
Regrading in such cases should 
slope surfaces away from the 
walls at least one-quarter inch 


a foot for a distance from 8 to 
10 feet. 


Severe cases of penetration 
call for more thorough-going 
counter measures, 

If the building is located on 
a hillside, the installation of an 
underground tile drain along 
the high side may be sufficient. 
The drain should be sloped 
gently to a sewer or some other 
outlet and the drain tile should 
be surrounded by coarse gravel 
or crushed stone. 


Joints of the tile should be 
covered with strips of tar pa- 
per, wire mesh or burlap to 
keep the drain from becoming 
clogged when the excavated 
soil is backfilled. 

When a structure experienc- 
ing the severe penetration is 
not located on a hillside, it may 
be necessary to place drain tile 
around the entire foundation. 
In addition, a thick coating of 


portland cement mortar is ap- 
plied to the outside surface of 
the foundation wall in two 
= each three-eighths inches 


Before application, the walls 
should be cleaned thoroughly. 
After cleaning, moisten the 
walls and several hours later 


scrub them vigorously with a 


grout of cement and water us- 


ing a stiff brush. 
| Inside Treatment. 


The first coat of mortar 
should be applied while the 
grout is still soft, and scratched 
to provide a roughened surface 
for the second coat. Any cracks 
should be sealed by cutting a 
one-by-one inch groove along 
them and scrubbing a cement 
grout into the grooves which 
should then be packed with a 
cement mortar of stiff con- . 
sistency, 


In some instances it is pos- 
sible to stop basement leaks by | 
inside treatment — preferable 
because of greater convenience 
and less cost. The wall should

Condensation frequently can 
be checked by a thorough air- 
ing out, although in humid 
weather this simply brings in 
more moisture and intensifies 
the problem.

If neither of these methods 
is successful, it may be neces- 
sary to dehumidify the air by 
chemicals (calcium chloride or 
lithium chloride) or by the use 3 
of electrical dehumidifying ma- (ae. | ee 
chines.

Investors, 
Realty Plea 


Recent sharp fluctuations of 


the stock market and drops in 
many bond values have awak- 
ened new interest in Congres- 
sional plans to open the stable 
real estate market to small in- 


vestors, declares Mrs. Gladys 
Manion, president of the St. 
Louis County Real Estate Board, 
She added that both the County 
Board and the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards have 


endorsed pending national legis- 


lation to this end. 

Noting that on June 10 (upon 
news of the President's stomach 
upset) the stock market experi- 
enced the largest volume of sell- 
ing this year (3,050,000 shares) 
with an average loss of 70 cents 
for 60 representative stocks, and 
that a recent Dow-Jones bond 
average of 40 typical issues 
showed a drop to 88.14 per cent 
of face value (lowest since 1942), 
Mrs. Manion said: 

“To the wise investor, all of 
this underlines the desirability 
of buying real estate as a hedge 
against inflation, as a means of 
securing a good return, and as 
a way of insuring the stable 
value of invested capital. The 
earning power of real property 
keeps pace with the general 

price level, as does the resale 
value of good real estate hold- 
ings.” 
Overcome Disadvantage.

It obviously cannot 
berdione, All that can be done is to keep the door open as 
little as possible. That means that persons cannot stand 
looking at their clothes while they decide what to wear. 
Only when a decision has been made may the door be’ 
opened, and theh only long enough to grab the desired 
clothes. 

= It is important also that a reliable perien, ‘be respon- . 
sible for the door, inspecting at short intervals to see 
that it is closed, warning those going for clothes not to 
keep the door open and making sure they obey the warning. 

= Where persons do not obey the warning they ra . 
shown the error of their way. Correction must be 
persistent and forceful that even the most ssctabuabad 
members of the family will have constantly on their minds 
the fact that the repellent is there. 

= For best results it is essential to put full confidence 
inthe repellent.

Gable as Another Rhett Butler 
Yr can mark down “BAND OF ANGELS,” at the ST. 


LOUIS THEATER, as a sort of poor man’s “Gone With 

the Wind.” Not only is it about the South during the Civil 
War with a man’s conquest of a woman emphasized over the 
war stuff, but it gives Clark Gable a role 
of a masterful, cynical freebooter which 
makes his Rhett Butler look like a choir 
boy. In the picture, from Robert Penn 
Warren's novel, Clark plays Hamish Bond, 
a fine, rakish and immensely wealthy New 
Orleans gentleman who buys beautiful mu- 
latto women as his mistresses, owns im- 
mense plantations, and who reveals the source of his wealth 
was the slave trade, where he ruthlessly piled up a fortune 
in bloody slave raids in Africa, the sale of blacks in the 
West Indies. , 

Gable may be getting along, but the old boy is still 
the best in the business at this sort of role. When he fixes 
that cynical squint on Yvonne DeCarlo, who is breathing 
fire and hate, you know she'll soon succumb. 

This is an uneven picture, sometimes colorful, some- 
times just gaudy, sometimes hammy. Its opening lacks con- 
viction. Miss DeCarlo, a Kentucky belle, hastens home 
from boarding school to find her father dead, the plantation 
seized by creditors, and herself accused as a Negro, the 
daughter’ of a liaison between her father and a woman 
slave. She is seized by a slave dealer at the funeral on the 
affidavit of a slave as part of the estate, and carted off 
forthwith; nobody comes to her defense, there is no court 
hearing, no application for a writ of habeas corpus. The 
shock is too sudden to oe believable. 

The slave dealer (Ray Tea') makes slobbering advances 
to her on a boat, which she thwarts by trying to hang her- 
self. In revenge, he sells her on the New Orleans slave 
auction and Clark snaps her up for $5000. The fiery crea- 
ture fights him off just so long before she succumbs, and 
follows him to one of his plantations although he offers 
her freedom. A neighboring aristocrat tries to seduce her, 
an abortive duel with Gable follows, then come the Yankee 


Clark burns his crops and buildings so the Yanks can’t 
use them and becomes a fugitive with a price on his head. 
Yvonne does well in New Orleans, getting a proposal from 
a former straight-laced abolitionist admirer, now a Union 
officer, until he is horrified to find she’s a mulatto, The 
climax comes when a former slave (Sidney Poitier) who 
was Gable’s “faithful” major-domo vents his pent-up hate by 
tracking down his former master to a deserted mansion 
and trying to capture him. 

There are some few good scenes, as when Gable and 
Torin Thatcher as an old sea-dog companion of sailing days 
stage a roaring drinking bout in the patio of Gable’s home 
during a howling storm. But with the lush and voluptuous 
Miss DeCarlo’s unconvincing acting and other overly melo- 
dramatic scenes, “Band of Angels” shapes up mostly as 
overblown and garish. 


Tepid Western 


“NIGHT PASSAGE,” at the FOX, is a program West- 
ern about a good brother, acting as a secret agent to guard 
the railroad construction payroll, and a bad brother, co- 
leader of a bandit gang intent on grabbing the payroll. 

James Stewart is all right as the upholder 
of the right, as usual folksy as all get out. 
But Audie Murphy still has too much of 
a choir-boy face to convince anyone he's 
as bad an hombre as he’s supposed to be, 
so his last minute conversion surprises no 
one. It is up to Dan Duryea to put some 
'’' ginger in the thing with a funny perform- 
ance as a cantankerous, explosive bandid leader. ‘Tis a pity 
he has to meet the fate of all bad guys in Westerns. The 
picture has a train holdup and a couple of gunfights at the 
end, but for a Western, dilly-dallies around too much before 
swinging into action. “3 

The B-feature, “THE LAND UNKNOWN,” shows some 
imagination, as a naval party in a glider find themselves at 
the bottom of a hot volcano near the South Pole, replete 
with huge tropical vegetation and dinosaurs and other giant 
reptiles. But the acting is nothing short of ludicrous, When 
a yowling tyrannosaurus approaches them, the helicopter 
erew and a girl reporter register about as much terror 4s 
if it had been a kitty-cat.

Still hale and hearty, the 
gentle and beloved pediatrician 
passed the four-score mark by 
putting in a full day's work and 
announcing plans to pursue fur- 
ther his present medical inter- 
est—the study of premature 
birth. 


“I might have taken up geri- 
atrics, but I found that idea 
depressing,” Dr. Schick laughed 
in his office, which is cluttered 
with dolls, toys and stuffed ani- 
mals. “I’m more interested in 
the coming generation. I like 
the new ones. They keep you 
young.” 

One of the world’s immortals 
in medicine, Dr. Schick today 
serves on the staff of Brook- 
lyn’s Beth-El Hospital, where 
3000 babies are born every year. 
He is Consultant Pediatrician at 


the Bronx Municipal Hospital 
and Visiting Professor of Pedi- 
atrics at the Albert Einstein Col- 
lege of Medicine of Yeshiva 
University. Last month on the 
occasion of the dedication of 
the Dr. Bela Schick Depart- 
ment of Pediatrics of the col- 
lege, the man whose work has 
saved millions of children from 
death was given a testimonial 
dinner during which tribute 
was paid to him “for his bril- 
liant contributions to medicine.” 

Born in Boglar, Hungary, in 
1877, Dr. Schick became a med- 
ical student at Karl Franz Uni- 
versity in Graz. In 1900, just 
after the had received his med- 
ical degree from the university, 
he was invited to work in the 
famed Children’s Clinic at the 
University of Vienna. Life for 
him was not easy in those days. 
Often he had just barely enough 
to eat. His evening meal, eaten 
in his lonely room, usually con- 
sisted of a chunk of bread and 
a glass of wine, with perhaps 
a piece of meat saved from his 
lunch at the clinic. 

But the young doctor was 
happy. He asked for nothing 
more than the opportunity to

work and study at the Chil- 
dren’s Clinic. There he began 
the long and fruitful collabora- 
tion with his young friend and 
colleague, the equally brilliant 
Clemens von Pirquet. They 
coined the word “allergy.” Their 
classic study on serum disease 
was published in 1905 and this 
pioneering work gave to medi- 
cine the important principles of 
immunity, which were the key 
to such practical discoveries as 
the skin test for TB and the use 


of booster injections for our 
modern vaccines. 


By 1913, the young doctor had 
perfected the test for suscepti- 
bility to diphtheria and in 1918 
was appointed Extraordinary 
Professor of Children’s Diseases 
at the University of Vienna. 
Although he was rapidly be- 
coming recognized as one of the 
most important pediatricians in 
Europe, he was denied the title 
of full professor because of his 
Jewish parentage. 

In 1923, when Dr. Schick was 
asked to come to this country 
to take a post as head of the 
Pediatrics Department at Mount 
Sinai Hospital in New York 
City, he was shocked to find 
that diphtheria, already under 
control in the old world, was 
still reaching epidemic propor- 
tions here. In the years 1928- 
1931 when the diphtheria epi- 
demie reached its height in the 
United States, Dr. Schick was 
appalled by the tragedy, all the 
more terrible because 
means for control were at hand. 
He threw himself into a cam- 
paign against the disease. He 
spearheaded a public health 
campaign, supported both by 
Government and public organi- 
zations, that resulted in the 
elimination of diphtheria as a 
major death threat—not only in 
New York City but in all of 
the United States. During the 
now famous campaign it was a 
familiar sight to see people 
wearing buttons reading: “I Am 
Schicked! Are You?”

ODAY diphtheeria is so 
rare that entire classes of 
medical colleges graduate 
without ever encountering a 
clinical case. 


One of Dr. Schick’s most 
prized possessions is an album 
he received in 1933. It was 
signed by 1,000,000 New York 
school children, in gratitude 
for the doctor’s fight against 
diphtheria. 

New students in his classes 
at the Albert Einstein College 
of Medicine are sometimes 
startled to find that the man 
who developed the “Schick 
Test” is still alive. With his 
usual high good humor, the 
famed pediatrician teases these 
students with the remark, “‘You 
see, I am not just a scratch on 
the arm.” 

Today at 80, Dr. Schick {is 
as busy and vigorously active 
as in hig younger days. In addi- 
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tion to making his hospital 
rounds, teaching, acting as con- 
sultant and carrying on a limit- 
ed private practice consisting 
of the treatment of children 
with very difficult problems, he 
is in constant demand as a 
speaker at medical meetings, 
both here and abroad.

Fries of New York, Dr. 
Schick and his wife spend their 
weekends at their country 
place in Garrison, N.Y., across 
the Hudson from West Point. 

“There we're regular hill- 
billies,” he laughs. 

Although he had no children 
of his own, Dr. Schick has lavy- 
ished his love on millions of 
children throughout the world. 
He wears no white coat and 
there are no formalities when 
a little patient visits his office. 
His examination table is piled 
high with dolls of many nations 
and many of the dolls show the 
soil marks of years Of handling 
by little hands. 

His desk is cluttered with all 
manner of toys—a little monkey 
that beats a drum when you 
squeeze a rubber bulb, a toy 
cow that moos when you lift it 
up, a toy canary in a gilded 
cage that tweets a song when 
you turn a little crank. 

One of Dr. Schick's sorrows 
is that many parents have come 
to believe that fairy tales are 
not good for children. 

“If they are nice fairy tales 
and a child enjoys them there 
is no harm,” he says, and then

A premature baby himself, 
he has long been interested in 
this problem. He believes that 
allergy may be a factor in caus- 
ing premature births and is in- 
vestigating the possibility that 
anti-allergy procedures may be 
used as a preventive measure.
